management. The last point may he 
sacrificed under some conditions If by 
so doing the factors which are essen- 
tial tp the comfort and health ot the 
flock can be morevfully secured. 


Sanitation cannot bo too strongly 


stressed, the authors' of the circular 
point out In this connection It Is de- 
sirable to arrange the poultry house 
In such'a w»y that the surrounding 
land may be cultivated and cropped. 
A double yarding system ran then be 
•ravldea, without excessive expense, 
so that half the range may be In crops 
every year. 
This practice will cut
